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SOME COMPARISONS AND. | 


CONTRASTS. 


Vriting in North Wales in glorious harvest- 
ing weather, his eye on spacious hay field 
and smaller oat patch, but his mind on the 
home country, an Irishman must needs make 
comparison with his own land. The type of 
cultivation might have been transported 
from Donegal or Kerry—indeed the ‘‘ brogue cP 
with which English is spoken is, with some 
farmers, so akin to that of South West 
Munster that one wonders whether some 
tracts of Kerry or West Cork were not trans- 
ported with their people overnight. Com- 
parisons are apt to mislead, but they are in- 
evitable. Here a hillside scarcely cultivable 
(but one wonders why our friend the goat is 
so sparsely represented in the live-stock popu- 
lation), there a bog which seems calling out 
to be cut; beyond in the plain (islanded by 
the oat patches) extensive grass lands, well 
‘‘neopled’’ with long-horned black cattle, 
bigger in the build than our Kerrys, and 
giving probably_an ampler milk yield; pigs, 
too; though not “J abundant as in Ireland, but 
sheep everywhere starring the hillside; one is 
driven to compare rather than to contrast the 
farming in each country: Comparisons are 
difficult, however, if only because the farmer 
—whom one must not hold up with questions 
in his harvesting on the best days of the 
season—is less apt at English than his Kerry 
confrére—or we are less apt at understanding 
him. Some facts emerge, however, in conversa- 
tion, which preve that the economics of 

two countries have a common element: the 
fagmer is rueful on the subject of profits. Ohe 
of them. farming a little for the benefit of 
his family’s health, living himself on work 
provided at the power station, tells the same 
tale “ve hear in Ireland whenever the farmer 
has not taken the business, as well as the in- 
dustry, of farming into his own hands on the 
co-operative plan. The main profits, he con- 
siders, go to the middleman. But comparison 


is useless for any practical end, unless 
we also consider contrasts. In North 
Wales, more even than in _ Ireland, 


the unit is not the farmer but the family. 
It is not only that the farmer’s wife makes 
and sells the butter on the farm, markets the 
eggs, milks, and indeed sometimes runs the 
farm, or that the daughter, or some family 
dependant, makes pillow lace or ekes out the 
weekly income by some other home industry. 
‘All that is repeated in Irish small farming 
where conditions allow it. 


Mineral Wealth. e 


But in Wales the latent mineral wealth ‘is 
actively worked into the family budget. In 
South Wales, of course, in the best districts, 
mining has supplanted farming, but in North 
Wales slate or granite quarries furnish to so 
many farms the chief element in income that, 
in some districts, only the extensive farm 
can be held to be strictly agricultural; the - 
small farm is an appanage of an industrial 
rather than of a strictly farming class. We 
are not, of course, writing of every Welsh 
district, but if the mineral wealth of Wales 
were to be subtracted from its agricultural 
wealth there would be left the elements of a 
problem perhaps, even more acute than our 
own. Of course there is a third factor in 
Welsh rural economy besides farming and the 
mineral industries,. The tourist traffic is run 
for all it is worth®and adds another impetus 
to fatming. The summer population of the 
seaside towns, ynountain centres and health 
resorts is, for the areas so inhabited, large 
enough to consume prodigious quantities of 
milk, eggs and mountain mutton; and each 
Easter, too, sees a considerable, though 
smaller, migration to the hillside towns. To 
this extent, then, both the coast-line and 
the mountains of Wales ave abnormal, from 
a farming point of view. What rock, waste 
and mountain take .off the arable area they 
give back, through mining and climbing, the 
mountain railway and the motor tram. 

Our Minister for Agriculture when intro- 
ducing his section of the Budget for Saorstat 
Eireann last April emphasised the fact that 
the absence - of . commercially workable 
minerals throws our agricultural popula- 
tion back upon live stock and those 
branches of farting which are bound 
up with it. There is no virtue in an “if” 
which cannot ba transmuted into a ‘‘ shall,” 
and since the coal measures in the Irish Free 
State cannot vie with those of Wales, and we 
cannot make slates as they do in Portmadoc, 
analogies drawn by Ireland from Welsh farm- 
ing may easily mislead. 


Tourist Development. 


In one point, indeed, we Pnight copy 
Wales, though the results would scarcely add 
considerably to our jicultural ‘wealth: we 
make poor provision for Whkitors, except, per- 
haps, in the prmcipal cities. It may half be 
jealousy that makes an Irish traveller ac- 
count portions oí the pleasure grounds of 
Wales over-exploited. ‘Their beauty is un- 
deniable. Many of them escape that ugly-

by their extent and their magnificence. They 
are too great to be labelled thus, like a-patent 
medicine or a face treatment. But some of 
the Welsh ‘‘ watering places’’ (another un- 
euphonious phrase) are too. carefully hus- 
banded, their visitors almost too weltdone 
fer; nature is driven. out, and those who 
come seeking it are frustrated. We have 
erred in the opposite direction, and the 
timely efforts of our Irish Tourist Association 
must be supported, not only by hotel- 
keepers, but by those farmers living in our 
own beautiful highlands of Wicklow, Kerry, 
Donegal and on our coast-line, who realise 
that the value of milk and butter in the 
season of “‘glut’’ is automatically raised by 
an increased summer population, and the 
value of live stock, Aud of the farming which 
goes with it, Sorrespondingly raised. The 
best. price ‘for the best egg, and a steady 
market for pure milk and butter, would 
follow if the lure of the country is increased, 
and the best egg, the purest milk, the 
“‘ sweetest ' ‘mutton are easily obtainable. 


Self-Reliance. 


We have admitted, however, that as an 
asset in our national account-keeping the 
appreciation, of, value in agricultural.,.pro- 
duce which would follow on the application 
of.the best farming to an increased tourist 


trafic may not prove very considerable ; 
and whilst in a poor/country ‘‘ every little ”’ 
must be made “to help, we think 
that a study of Welsh conditions 
only tends to emphasise the gravity 


of the Irish agricultural problem and our de- 
pendence for its solution on a comingling 
of the original ideal of Sinn Fein (which 
may we remind the reader, does not mean, 
“ourselves alone,” but “ we ourselves,” 7.¢., 
self-reliance) with the complementary ideal 
ot reciprocal good relations with our neigh- 
bogs. We must ‘cultivate our garden ” to 
the best of our ability, whether we consume 
the produce, sell it to visitors, or export it. 
And since the bulk of it must be exported 
i? we are to buy slates, coal and other com- 
modities produced in Britain, we must culti- 
vate good relations with our British neigh- 
bours. These last are rather the concern of 
the politician than of the farmer (save, per- 
haps, as he is a voter). They are only our 
present concern in so far as they mean a 
businesslike effort to produce for him what 
he wants. From a strictly agricultural point 
of view it is doubtful if North Wales has 
much to teach freland, except what good 
farming has to teach indifferent farming 
everywhere (and, of course, both are to be found 
in both countries) : that good farming may suc- 
ceed and bad fafming willfail. The Welsh 
farmer, or the English farmer working on a 
small scale, and .without ‘‘ artificial ’’ .sup- 
ports from tourist traffic or industries, is in a 
most precarious situation. His only hope is 
in good farming on modern lines (of which 
there is a good deal to be seen in counties 
like Carnarvon), conjoined with combined 
marketing. These things—which include a 
well-planned use of machinery, the careful 
breeding of stock, and the elimination of 
‘** wasters —may save the farmer, whether 
in Britain or in Ireland. Nothing else will, 
unless marketiig conditions alter radically 
with the enforced dependence of the growing 
towns on an increased supply of the best and 
freshest country produce. If the farmer of 
to-day is to profit from improved farming he 
must speed up his control of the market, but, 
if he cannot also farm both well and economi-

A FOODSTUFF. 


Barley was once the chief bread plant of 
ancient nations, amd is still.the most widely 
cultivated of all the cereals. Although the 
great bulk of the Lrish crop is used for malting 
and brewing, barley is in many countries 
yrown exclusively for stock-feeding. The Ib. 
of barley forms the Danish ‘ food unit, ” and 
the feeding values of all other foodstuffs from 
turnips to fish meal are expressed in food 
units which simply means comparing them 
with barley for feeding purposes. 

Barley is a rich source of starch, containing 
65 p.c., but, unfortunately for feeding 
purposes, only 6.5 p.c. digestible protein. 
Reing poorer in protein and richer in starch 
than oats, it is not so well balanced, and is 
therefore best fed in conjunction with food- 
stuffs richer in protein, such as beans, peas, 
oilseed cake, fish meal, bran or oats, the last: 
two being used in relatively large proportions, 
The Danes sow barley and oats together in 
the proportion of two parts of oats to one 
part of barley, the ground, mixed grain from 
the crop being regarded as the best available” 
feed for almost ail classes of stock. The 
mixed crop gives a higher yield of grain than 
either of the crops grown separately, and 
there is less risk of lodging. The growing of 
the mixed crop in Ireland is confined to 
restricted areas, doubtless owing to the object 
ot practically all barley-growers being to 
dispose of as large-a proportion of their grain 
to the maltsters as possible. The low prices 
of recent vears, however, may afford re- 
grettable inducement for a trial of the mixed 
crop, inasmuch as larger quantities are being 
diverted to the feeding troughs. 


When Barley Should be Fed. 


The best samples are usually disposed of at 
rates above their feeding value, but when the 
price comes to be about J0 p.c. lower than 


the price of Indian meal the relative monetary 


values of these important foodstuffs are about 
equal, Barley is just about 5 p.c. less feeding 
value than Indian meal, but the cost of 
grinding, and possibly drying, has to be 
considered. Where pig feeding is the object 
the slight advantage possessed by Indian meal 
I; the way of fattening increase is more than 
set off by the superiority in quality of? the 
barley-fed product. — | 
Many farmers are, unfortunately, in the 
position that they must turn their barley 
crop into money as soon ag it is harvested. 
It is regrettable to see them so hard pressed, 
as was the case last year, when large numbers 
disposed of their grain at prices as low as 
14s. per barrel, and very shortly after were 
in the market for Indian meal for pig-feeding 
purposes at from 9s. toils. per cwt. Making 
due allowance for loss on drying and cost of 
grinding the barley was undoubtedly the 
better proposition for feeding pigs. With 
careful feeding one pound of carcase is pro-. 
duced for slightly less than each six pounds 
of barley meal fed. At the ruling price of 
about 110s. per cwt. for pork during the 
spring it is clear that the marketing of barley 
through feeding pigs was a remunerative 
procedure for last season’s crop, being 
equivalent to about 18s. per cwt. for the 
dried grain when fed in conjunction with 
skim-milk, etc.. or more than double the 
amount realised by marketing through the 
usual channels. Greater extension of credit 
schemes to bridge over the ‘‘cash crop” 
difficulty are well deserving of consideration 
as helping the farmer to secure better returns 
for his labour with the barley crop. 


A Good Pig Food. 


Barley is pre-eminently a pig food, and cn 
account of the splendid return the pig makes 
for it in the form of flesh it should be the aim 
to use as large a proportion as possible of the 
feeding supplies for this purpose.

NEEDS OF A COW, 


Mr. Pounden asks for grounds for my re- 
mark on the effect of barley on the inilk flow 
of cows, writes “ Brooa Buckee.”’ This is 
vouched for by Professor T. B. Wood, of the 
Institute of Animal Nutrition, Cambridge, 
and is fully in accord with general experience. 
Cow’s milk contains 3.4 per cent. protein, 
or about 4lb. per gallon, and the demands for 
this constituent by a deep milking cow are 
very great in consequence. Some of the 
protein of the food is lost in the progress of 
digestion and. conversion into milk, with the 
result that .6 lb. digestible protein is re- 


gallon of milk produced. | 


quired for “é 
on 


Thus a five-gal cow would require no less 


\ 
than 3lbs. protein for milk production, with 
a further addition of 3lb. for maintenance or 
upkeep of body functions. 

Average pasture contains about 1.9 per 
cent. digestible protein, and the cow would 
consume about one cwt. per day, giving 1.9 x 
112 + 100 = 2.14lb. protein. Thus there is a 
deficiency of about 1.6lb. protein, and the 
cake supplement should be so devised as to 
supply this eeanomically. 

The mixtures recommended for such a pur- 
pose in my. article contained 20 per cént. 
protein, or .2lb. protein per lb. Thus, 3lbs.. 
of the mixture provides the amount of pro- 
tein required for each gallon of milk, and 8lbs. 
per day would be the appropriate allowance 
in the example just taken of a five-gallon cow 
on average pasture. 

The mixture referred to by Mr? Pounden, 
viz.—7 parts barley, 2 parts oats and one 
part bran, contains 7.2 per cent protein, or 
0.07lb. protein per lb. of the mixture. In a 


case of protein deficiency as in the example 
quoted it would take nearly three times the 
quantity of material to supplythe deficit 
and there would thus be a loss of other 
constituents. It is a familiar example of the 
necessity of feeding balanced rations. 

I don't want to cast any reflection on the 
authority quoted by Mr. Pounden, and, as | 
am not aware as to the nature of American 
pastures at this time of the year, I am not 
going to question the souridness of principle 
involved in compounding the mixture given. 
{t may well be that their pastures abound in 
legumes, like clover, alfalfa, etc., and being 
rich in protein any deficiency likely to arise 
of a totally different nature in consequence. 
In such cases the constituent most lacking is 
starch, and then the mixture might be quite 
suitable. The mixtures I mentioned were 
such as were thought to provide for our 
own peculiar wants in a satisfactory and 
economical manner from August- onwards.

Insurance of Facinedl 


South Africa, though situated in sunny 
latitudes: and possessed of a rich soil, 
suffers much from an incalculable climate. 
Agricultural production is subject to rapid 
variations, and a year which yields’ a 
bumper harvest may be followed by a year, 
of dearth. The Union Minister for Agri- 
culture’ has devised a farmers’ mutual 
benefit fund for the protection of farmers 
from losses due to climatic vagaries. His 
proposals—for which legislative sanction 
will be necessary—are described in ‘the 
Journal of the Free State Department of 
Lands and Agriculture. In order that 
funds may be accumulated’ from which 


loans may be granted to farmers who fall 


into unavoidable distress every bona fide 
farmer will be required to contribute in 
proportion to his income. Contributions 
probably will be collected by the Com- 
missioner of [Inland Revenue. An annual 
sum of 10s. will be demanded from every 
farmer who does not receive an income 
tax form. Every farmer, however, who 
pays income tax will be obliged to pay 
£1 a year plus 5 per cent. on the amount 
of his income tax. ‘On this basis it 1s 
calculated that a total annual sum of 
£75,000 can be raised. The amount 
collected, forming the capital of the relief 
fund, will be lodged in the Land Bank. 
The Minister hopes to build up a capital of 
£10:800,000. Relief loans will be made for 
periods of seven years, with a graduated 
rate of interest ; and the maximum loan to 
any one farmer will not exceed £300. At 
present the farmers are discussing details 
of the scheme, and, when final agreement 
is reached, Parliament will be asked to 
take the necessary action.

ROAD TRAFFIC 

ACCIDENTS. 

The sixth report of the Joint Council of 
the Order of St? John and the British Red 
Cross Socicty for the year ended March ál 
last, issued yesterday, states that, in com- 
mon with most charities, the Joint Countil 
has suffered during the past few years in a 
faliing off in iucome. It is hoped that when 
more settled industrial conditions obtain the 
income will increase, and thus prevent the 
further depletion of resources and the neces- 
sitv of restricting some activities. ‘The ex- 
penditure ex: ceeded. income by £630, - 

‘ihe total number of ex-officer cases helped 
4 the duxiliary hospitals for the officers’ de- 
partment was 17,501, the majority being 
tuberculosis cases. Grants for bedside occu- 
pations were made to twelve hospitals, bene- 
fiting nearly fifteen hundred patients in the 
Ministry of Pensions and other hospitals. 
Various other activities for the benefit of 
wounded ex-Service men in hospitals were 
carried on, and the Emergency Help Com- 
mittee dealt with over 27,000 cases. 

The report of the home ambulance service, 
which had 387 stations, includes a reference 
to the increase of road traffic, and the accom- 
risk of accidents. Mentioning the 
growth in the number of patients carried, 
the report states: ‘‘ To some extent the in- 
crease is probably due to the large number of 
accidents that occur on the road consequent 
on the increase in the volume and speed of 
trafic. The calls arising from this source 
may. be expected to increase rather than 
diminish for some time to come, and to make 
heavy demands not only on the ambulance 
cars, but also on the services of attendants, 
whose training enables them to be of invalu 

able assistance to the .doctors dealing with 
stich cases.”” 

Another reason for the maintenance at so 
high a level of the number of invalid re- 
movals, adds the report, might be due to 
what seemed to be a growing tendency among 
doctors to remove their patients from their 
own homes to hospitals and nursing homes, 
where greater facilities exist for proper 
diagnosis and treatment.

SUGGESTED TERMS OF 
SETTLEMENT. , 

The Stockholders’ Committee, representing 
the subscribers of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Four per Cent. Debenture Stock, have pre- 
pared a letter; which is being dispatched to 
the subscribers, ——"* the terms of a 
settlement of the dispute between the .stock- 
holders and the Canadian National Railways. 
The Stockholders’ Committee consists of 
Paymaster Rear-Admiral Sir Francis Harrison- 
Smith, Sir Harry Samuel, Mr. G. F. ‘orsdike, 
and Mr. Ralegh Phillpotts. An Advisory 
Committee was agreed to by both parties, and 
this body was composed of Mr. Reginald 
McKenna, Sir George E. May, Secretary of 
the Prudential Assurance Company ; ; Mr. E.. 
R. Peacock, of Messrs. Baring Bros.; and 
Mr. - D. - W. Berdoe- Wilkinson, of Messrs. 
Mullen, Marshall, and Co. For five years the 
Stockholders’ Committee haye been pressing 
their claims. 

lt is mentioned in a letter to the stock- 
holders that the committee, last November, 
suggested the following terms of settlement :— 

1—In consideration ,of the Debenture 
holders’ rights in the Grand Trunk Railway, a 
Four per ‘Cent. Canadian National Railway 
or Cangdian Government Stock to he 
substituted for the old conditionally- 
guaranteed stock. 

2—In consideration of the . Debenture 
holders’ rights in the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway, and of the cumulative character of 
their arrears of interest on that railway stock 
—stock, of whatever new character might be 
decided on under (1) to the amount of each 
stockholder’s arrears to be added to his 
holding. 

These terms were not acceptable? but at a 
subsequent meeting the following arpange- 
ment was agreed upon for submission to the 
stockholders :— 

The Canadian National Railway Company 
will create a new 2 per cent. Debenture Stock 
with a 2 per cent. Cumulative —" Fund, 
interest to begin to run from July 1926, 
and to be payable half-yearly. Sinking Fund 
will be created as from July 1, 1926. ” Stock- 
holders are to receive £100 of the new stock 
for every £100 of the present Grand Trunk 
Pacific 4. per cent. Debenture Stock. ‘The 
Canadian: Government to have the right dur- 
ing the first ten years to ask for offers to sell 
stock at a price not below 60. If no offers, or 
insufficient offers, are received, drawings will 
be made to determine who shall be paid at 
par to the extent of the money available. 
After ten years all stock will be dealt witb 
by drawings at par. Three million sterling 
of the stock held by Canada will not partici- 
pate in the scheme. 

The. Stocxholders’ Committee states that 
they realise that the arrangement falls short 
of what might be achieved by expensive legal 
process. ‘They state that “' they feel that be- 
fore considering the very serious and uncer 
tain alternative of litigation to test their full 
claim, each individual holder should: have free 
option to accept or reject the arrangement 
now submitted by the Canadian’ Railway 
Beard for his consideration. The assent of 
holders of 75 per ecrt. of stock issued is re- 
quired to legalise the settlement.’ 

The stockholders are recommended to accept 
the proposals, and it is set forth that 
they are receiving “a stock guaranteed by 
the Canadian Government, and independent 
of railway earnings, instead of one not only 
dependent on such earnings, but beset by all 
the controversies of interpretation attaching 
to the guarantee agreement of 1906.” 

Although half the interest 1s devoted to 
purposes of the sinking fund, it eventually 
returns with certainty to the stockholder ip 
the form of repayment of capital, whereas 
under the old arrangement, although the ful] 
4 per cent. accumulates in arrears on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, it may be untold years 
before that line could overtake those arrears 
Meanwhile, the stock would remain in un 
fruitful existence, heing what is known as a 
perpetual stock, with only an optional right 
possessed by the Ta railway to redeem it.

Buildings on Bridges. 


Plans prepared by an architect are being 
considered by the Ministry of Transport 
which would greatly alter the appearance 
of London as viewed from the Thames.

THUNDERSTORM IN 
LONDON. 


SCHOOLHOUSE STRUCK BY 
“=. LIGHTNING. 


September started in London with over 
half an inch of rain, most of which fell 
in two hours. This downpour was the 
accompaniment to a very severe thunder- 
storm, which swept over the city from the 
South Coast just when everybedy was 
going -to, work yesterday. Considerable 
damage was done by lightning both in 
London and the country. Houses suffered 
at Highbury, Enfield, Dalston and 
Harrow. ; 


SGHOOLHOUSE UNROOFED. 

The storm was first reported on the South 
Coast at about 5 a.m. It swept from the 
area between Southampton and Brighton 
towards London, which it reached some two 
hours later. Torrents of rain drenched the 
city, and in the suburbs the drains were 
unable to cope with the sudden rush_ of 
water. ie 

‘the school which was damaged was the 
London County Council building in Scawfell 
street, Hackney. It was struck shortly after 
8.30 a.m., just before the children began to 
enter the playground. Part of the roof was 
blown off. Over a ton of masonry fell into 
the playground and the street, and parts of 
the ceiling fell into the classrooms: Had the 
building been. struck ten manutes later 
hundreds of children would have Deen passing 
along Scawfell street beneath th school walls 
and through the playground, and would have 
been struck by the falling masonry. One 
large lump of stone which fell sixty feet 
weighed several hundredweights, and was 
embedded in the pavement. No one was 
injured, but the school was closed for the 
day as a precaution. A 

The storm broke with exceptional violence 
over North-East. London shortly before 8.30. 
Torrential rain fell, and lightning and thunder 
became increasingly severe. As a train from 
Poplar to Broad street, crowded with city 
workers, pulled up at Haggerston, there was 
an exceptionally vivid flash of lightning, fol- 


- lowed by a huge thunder crash, which seemed 


to reverberate through the carriages, causing 
much alarm among many of the girl pas- 
sengers. 


FLOODS IN MANY PLACES. 


During the storm a water main burst in 


‘Norwood road, opposite Prockwell Park. The 
er of water was so great that the road 


was broken in many parts, and for several 
hundred yards the pavement was cracked. 
At Kent House Station many people took 
off their boots before wading across the 
station vard, the. station being virtually 
marooned. Camberwell was flooded, water 


rushing stream flowed into the shops, and 
many of the shopkeepers found goods floating 
about when they entered their premises. 

A water main burst near the Deptford 
Town Hall, and the wooden blocks of the 
roadway were thrown high into the air. The 
whole of the London, Midland and Scottish 
electric service,. from Kew to Broad 
street, was disorganised, trains being unable 
to run owing to the current being cut off 
through the flooding of the track.

threugh the pressure of water.

He said that it would be his earnest aim

Thirty special safety men resumed work 
et the Bentley Colliery, Doncaster, yesterday, 
in spite of the resolution of their union with- 
drawing safety labour from theit pit. 

a management of Bullcroff Colliery, Don- 
caster, has decided to seal off the east dip 
district of the collicry, owing to the refusal 
of the local branch of the Yorkshire Miners’ 
Association to allow safety men to descend 
and deal with heatings and ‘‘ gob fire” 
dangers. This means that when the pit re- 
opens there will be twenty-seven fewer stalls 
to work. Five hundred men and boys will 
be displaced, and there will be a loss in out- 
put of 2,000 tons weekly. The management 
finds it impossible to cope with the conditions 
underground without more assistance, and 
has, therefore, no alternative but to take 
the steps stated. 

Owing to inability to raise revenue for 
pumping operations, the South’ Staffordshire 
coal owners yesterday ceased pumping opera- 
tions at all but one pumping station. The 
effect is that a large coal-mining area. 
normally employing 3,000 men, and including 
a large number of pits, will become derelict, 
and thousands of work-peorple will be thrown 
out of employment.

WELSH v. GERMAN COAL. 


'The minutes of the Gas Committee recom- 
mending an increase of 4d. per 1,000 cubic 
feet in the price of gas did not come before 
the meeting of the Belfast Corporation yes- 
terday, but will be considered at a further 
meeting. 

The adoption of the minutes of 6th and 
20th 
Hodgen, and seconded by Councillor Adgey. 
Councillor Midgley moved as an amend- 
ment the reference back to the committee 
of an item in the minutes recom- 
mending that a letter from Messrs. 
John Noble, Ltd., on the subject of coal sup- 
lies for the Gas Works be marked “ read.”’ 
He said that he raised the. question on’ the 
principle that every trader in the city had 
a right to a square deal with regard to 
supplying materials to the Corporation On 
the 10th of June Messrs. Noble rang up the 
gas manager and asked if he would take 
3.700 tons of Welsh coal from a pit named 
The reply was that he was not going to 
consider the purchase of any coal at present, 
and was not contemplating buying any. A 
few days Iter a boat arrived with a load of 
German coal, which was supplied to the gas 
works. From that till the 28th of June 
various cargoes of German coal were 
deliver at the gas works. He thought that 
they sMould have exhausted all Welsh steam 
coal a¥ailable. before foreign coal was bought. 
Messrs. Noble wrote asking for the quota- 
tions and price of this foreign coal, but the 
information was denied them. — Ail the,coal 
coming in to the gas works came thrgugh 
Sir Samuel Kelly. He thought the info 
tion should have been afforded to ~- Messrs. 
Noble. , 

Councillor Dawson Gordon seconded. 
Councillor Hodgen said that in the absence 
of the chairman, he- was not prepared to 
take the minute back. 

The Lord Mayor pointed out that the 
manager had full powers of purchase. He 
thought that Mr. Smith would be able to give 
a full explanation. He. could scarcely believe 
that German coal was given preference if 
other coal was available. The committee 
had empowered Mr. Smith under the Emer- 
gency Order to purchasé coal for the gas 
works during the strike, which, he thought, 
had been a good thing from the point of view 
of the Corporation and the citizens. _ 
Councillor Midglev said that he did not 
challenge Mr. Smith's authority. 

The Town Clerk read the minutes of the 
committee, which provided that, in view of 
the emergency which had arisen as a result 
of the miners’ strike, the manager of the 
gas works should be authorised to purchase 
special quantities of coal without inviting 
public competition, and to take such steps 
as he should deem necessary for the carrying 
on of the undertaking.

October, 1925, taking the combined courses 
in Arts and Commerce as full members of the 
University of Dublin. Students of this class 
read for the degrees of B.A. and B.Comm., 
but the School is also open to non-members 
of the University, who attend, the lectures 
and ultimately will obtain™the newly 
instituted Diploma in Commerce. 
The work of the first year has embraced

six took French in the examination, four 
German and four Spanish. The work of the 
second year will include Economics, Business 
Organisation, Commercial Law and a second 
language. Mr. George E. Smyth, O.B.E., late 
Assistant General Manager of the Great 
Sonthern Railways, has been appointed as 
Lecturer in Business Organisation.

| LOCAL LOANS. 

Mr. T. F. McGahon, Dundalk, read a paper 
on ' Local Loans: a National Necessity,” in 
the course of which he said that there was 
probably not a municipal authority in the 
Free State outside the Metropolitan city that 
had not had schemes of improvement—for 
housing, water, sewerage, and other essential 
services—hung up because. of difficulty of 
financing them. -- Some-of these suspended 
schemes dated from pre-war days. . Apart 
from housing schemes, for which a certain 
very useful provision was made under recent 
Housing Acts, there were other matters of 
vital importance to the progress. and oo 
being of Irish towns and cities which had 


been delayed and shelved for want of 
money. After referring to the system 
of borrowing under -the British régime, 


Mr. McGehon said that since our native 
Government was seb up until the present 
year, no similar loans were available from the 
Free State Treasury. In the present year a 
sum had been provided in the estimates for 
the setting up of the Irish Local Loans Fund, 
but the amount, ,000, was too limited, 
and was only available for what were known 
as Ea health works. 

At present municipal bodies requiring loans 
had to apply to bankers, and ieee “Shiemion 
experience that, while usually very obliging, 
banks were reluctant to commit themselves to 
tying up. cons#ferable sums in such loans, 
called for a rdte of interest with one-half per 
cent. of the current bank rate (which was very 
high in Ireland), and insisted on repayment 
within the very limited period of fifteen years. 
The consequence was that municipal bodies, 
having to provide for capital charges for in-

COMING LEGISLATION. 

Mr. E: P. McCarron, Secretary; Ministry 
of Local Government and Public Health, ex- 
pressed appreciation of the Department for 
the admirable way in which the Association 
had supported their efforts in what was ad- 
mitted to be,a very progressive era in the 
development of local government administra- 
tion. The Department had never lost faith in 
public representation as a method of conduct- 
ing local government affairs. Certain drastic 
steps were necessary, and had been justified, 
and had met with almosg universal’ approval. 
The two leading cities in the Free State were 
now marked by progressive and enlightened 
goverrment, but during the next session of 
the Dail one of the matters to engage their 
attention most would be to devise a method 
by which the citizens of those two cities might 
se go in the actual administration. The 

epartenent recognised that for a time Com- 
missioners might produce admirable results, 
but held all —— that they must be link 
up with civic pride and responsibility of those 
who paid the rates and.those who were the 
exponents of thought and culture in the 
localities concerned, 

Any effort that any body of municipal or 
other representatives would make to get 
money for local government would have the 
most thorough approval of those who were 
trying to carry out the work day by dav. 
That meeting had been characterised by un- 
bounded appreciation of the resources of the 
country, and he was sure that the Govern- 
ment fully realised how importiént it was to 
finance important public works, and it was 
purely a matter of the rate of interesta Fx- 
pressions of confidence in the Free Sta such 
as they had heard that day were m&t valu.

PUBLIC HEALTH REFORM. 

In the immediate future they also pro-

EXISTING SCHEME SCRAPPED: 
NEW PROPOSALS. 

At the last meefing of the Donegal County 
Council, Mr. Edward Gallen proposed a reso- 
lution scrapping the existing scheme of uni- 
versity scholarships as from lst November, 
1926, and requesting the Scholarships Com- 
mittee to draft a new scheme fo§ submission 
to the Council in November, the Committee 
to have regard to the following instructions : 

1—The total value of scholarships awarded 
in any one year under the scheme shall not 
in the aggregate exceed £1,400 

2—The scholarships shall be normally ten- 
Fable for three years. but provision shall be 
made for extension of anv scholarship where 
the record and há of the student in aues- 
tion would warrant such extension, and, in 
special cases, for awarding post-graduate 
scholarships to students of outstanding merit, 
even though the students may not have been 
previously the holders of scholarships. 

5—Scholarships shall be awarded only to 
persons qualified to profit by university edu- 
cetion in need of assistance. In this connec- 
tion the Council may, on the recommendation 
of the Scholarships Committee, award part 
scholarships. 

4—All scholarships. other than post-gradu- 
ate scholarships, shall be awarded as the re- 
sult of a special examination. A candidate 
who is a brother or sister of the ho'der of a 
scholarship shall not be eligible to compete. 
, 5—The Council to take steps to establish 
a scheme of secondary school scholarships, to 
be awarded to pupils of primary pre wll 
whose parents are unable, out of their own 
resources, to provide them with secondary 
education. 

Mr. F. Gallagher seconded the motion, 
which was adopted, together with a recom- 
mendation that half the amount should be
